ject—improvements for the community. Every person in 
Upland wants Upland to be a better city; a community that 
will attract more people and a place that will be regarded 
as progressive and as a top-ranking home city. 

While trying to secure more improvements, we might 
give attention to keeping the advantages that the commun- 
ity now enjoys. Specifically, we refer to the Red Hill Coun- 


try club. The city has an opportunity to acquire the prop- 
erty and thus to insure permanent maintenance of the golf 
course. The book value of the property is approximately 
$60,000—-this sum representing the cost of improvements 
and the value of the land. It can be obtained for approxi- 
mately $15,000. 

It is proposed that the golf course be operated as a pub- 
lie course, a small fee being charged for each player. Muni- 
eipally-operated courses are reported to be profitable, while 
privately-owner courses in general have had a tough time. 

The city council received the club’s offer at its meeting 
ast night. Rightfully, the officials are considering the mat- 
ter. They doubtless will study the record of municipally- 
owned courses and learn something from the experience of 
other communities. 

On the face of the proposition, it would seem that the 
eity would be making a profitable investment and at the 
game time guaranteeing the maintenance of a golf course, a 
Jarge community-center building, a small swimming plunge 
and other improvements. 

If the city does not accept the Red Hill elub’s offer, what 
will happen to this institution that at one time was hailed 
as the finest of its kind anywhere in. the citrus district? It 
might be acquired by private interests and maintained as it 
js. Or the private owners might use it for other purposes 


that would not be regarded as an outstanding attraction. 
While there may be some features of the present opera- 


tion of the club that are not universally popular, still the 
elub and the golf course on the whole are very definitely a 
tremendous asset to Upland and to the Chaffey district as 
a whole. 

It should be maintained. And it is likely, operation of 
the property as a public golf course might prove highly 


profitable.

and to that end must cast off every shackle of personal pre- 
judice and factional strife. 

We shall win,’’ declared General MacArthur, ‘‘or we 
shall die.”’ ; 

This is a war of self-preservation for whole peoples. It 
isn’t, any more, a question of ideologies in conflict. One- 
half of the world has set out implacably to attack and des- 
troy the other half. One side must prevail by destroying 
the other. 

Either San Francisco and Los Angeles and New York 
will be blitzed and smashed—or Tokio and Yokohama and 
Berlin must be blitzed and smashed. Either the Jap and 
German and Italian armed forees must be annihilated and 
the fighting spirit of their peoples broken by frightful blows 
—er the armed forces of England and America and Russia 
must be annihilated and the fighting spirit of their peoples 
broken by frightful blows. Those are the only alternatives, 
as MacArthur clearly sees. 

The Japanese chief of staff has publicly promised his na- 
tion that he will dictate the peace to a prostrate American 
people from the White House. Then America can only re- 
solve that an American general—and who more suitable than 
General MacArthur ?—shall dictate the peace to a prostrate 
Japanese people from their Emperor’s palace. 

‘There can be no compromise,’’ said MacArthur.
